The  proposal  awaits 
approval  to  create  the  new 
position  and  approval  for 
funding.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
federal  judge  ruled  Wednesday 
that  the  Senate  Watergate 
committee  has  no  authority  to 
sue  President  Nixon  in  an 
effort  to  obtain  White  House 
tapes  of  presidential 
conversations. 

U.S.  District  Court  Judge 
John  J.  Sirica’s  dismissal  of  the 
committee’s  civil  suit  marked 
the  first  legal  victory  for  the 
President  in  his  battle  to 
withhold  the  tapes  from  the 
committee  and  special 
Watergate  prosecutor. 

Two  court  decisions  have 
affirmed  the  special 
prosecutor’s  argument  that  the 
President  must  give  the  tapes 
to  a  federal  grand  jury 
investigating  the  scandal. 

But  Sirica  said  the 
committee  had  failed  to  get 
congressional  authority  to  sue 
the  President. 

A  committee  spokesman 
said  the  decision  would 
probably  be  appealed. 

In  a  brief  order,  Sirica  said 
the  court  lacked  jurisdiction  in 
the  tapes  suit,  an  argument 
made  by  the  White  House  in 
iti  -opposition  to  the 
committee’s  civil  action. 

“No  jurisdictional  statute 
known  to  the  court,  including 
the  four  which  plaintiffs  name, 
warrants  an  assumption  of 
jurisdiction,  and  the  court  is 
therefore  left  with  no

increase 
gas  price 

Some  Provo-Orem  gasoline 
stations  announced  Wednesday 
that  they  had  raised  the  price 
of  gas  between  eight  tenths  of 
a  cent  and  one  cent.  A  few 
stations,  however,  reported 
they  have  had  no  increase. 

This  is  a  reflection  of  the 
second  approved  increase 
made  Monday  by  the  Cost  of 
Living  Council  due  to  the 
higher  wholesale  costs  of 
gasoline. 

The  first  hike  in  gasoline 
prices  was  approved  Sept.  28. 
Similar  increases  have  also 
been  approved  by  the  council 
for  home  heating  oil  and  diesel 
fuel. 

A  proposal  was  made  by  the 
council  to  have  an  automatic 
pass  through  of  wholesale 
costs  into  retail  prices 
beginning  Nov.  1.  This  has 
been  a  major  demand  of  the 
gasoline  retailers  under  the 
Phase  4  regulations,  according 
to  gasoline  dealers. 

Several  gasoline  station 
owners  commented  that  as 
long  as  the  wholesale 
companies  raise  their  prices 
that  it  would  be  mandatory  to 
raise  theirs.  A  general  trend  of 
thinking  among  the 
station-owners  was  that  the 
price  of  gasoline  will  be  at  a 
constant  raise  in  the  near 
future.

Companies  plead  guilty 
to  contribution  violations

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Three  corporations  pleaded  guilty 
today  to  misdemeanor  violations  of  federal  campaign 
contribution  laws  in  connection  with  donations  to  President 
Nixon’s  re-election  campaign. 

The  board  chairmen  of  two  of  the  companies  also  pleaded 
guilty  to  similar  charges. 

The  three  firms  gave  a  total  of  $125,000  to  the  re-election 
effort. 

Goodyear  and  its  board  chairman,  Russell  deYoung,  pleaded 
guilty  in  federal  court  in  Cleveland.  The  company  was  fined 
$5,000  and  deYoung  $1,000,  the  maximum  fines  for  each. 


Fined  $3,000 

After  entering  guilty  pleas  in  federal  court  in  St.  Paul,  Minn., 
Minnesota  Mining  was  fined  $3,000  and  its  board  chairman  and 
chief  executive  officer,  Harry  Heltzer,  $500. 

American  Airlines  entered  a  guilty  plea  and  was  fined  $5,000. 

The  companies  and  their  executives  were  charged  with  violating 
federal  law  which  prohibits  campaign  contributions  from 
corporate  funds. 

The  charge  carries  a  maximum  penalty  of  a  $5,000  fine  for 
corporations  and  a  maximum  of  one  year  in  jail  and  a  $1 ,000  fine 
for  individuals. 

Cox  said  that  because  American  was  the  first  company  to 
voluntarily  admit  making  an  illegal  contribution,  he  did  not 
charge  its  executives. 

The  charges  said  all  three  companies  made  contributions  in 
March  1972,  which  were  listed  as  coming  from  corporate 
executives.  The  money,  which  actually  came  from  corporate 
funds,  later  was  returned  by  the  President’s  campaign  finance 
committee. 


Contributions  listed 

The  amounts  listed  in  the  charges  were  $55,000  from 
American,  $40,000  from  Goodyear  and  $30,000  from  Minnesota 
Mining. 

A  spokesman  for  American  Airlines  said  the  company  would 
have  no  comment  on  the  charges.  Spokesmen  for  Minnesota 
Mining  and  Goodyear  said  their  companies  were  studying  the 
charges  and  might  issue  statements  later. 

Cox  said  that  in  the  weeks  to  come  charges  will  be  brought 
against  other  companies  and  their  executives  “both  volunteers 
and  nonvolunteers.” 


Israel  claims  edge 
along  Suez  Canal

The  Israeli  command 
claimed  destruction  of  at  least 
90  Egyptian  tanks  Wednesday 
along  the  Suez  Canal,  and  its 
top  military  man  declared, 
“We  are  now  calling  the  tune.” 

The  Egyptian  command 
reported  “fierce  battles”  along 
the  central  and  southern  Sinai 
front  and  claimed  Israeli  forces 
suffered  “heavy  losses  in  tanks 
and  armored  cars.” 

On  the  Syrian  front,  Syrian 
artillery  barrages  crashed  down 
on  Israelis  stalled  on  the  road 
to  Damascus. 

In  Kuwait,  an  organization 
of  Arab  oil-producing 
countries  announced  it  has 
decided  to  cut  oil  production 
by  not  less  than  5  per  cent 
immediately  and  an  additional 
5  per  cent  each  succeeding 
month  until  Israel  withdraws 
from  occupied  Arab  lands  and 
Palestinian  refugees’  rights  are 
restored. 

Israel’s  chief  of  staff,  Lt. 
Gen.  David  Elazar,  the  head  of 
Tel  Aviv’s  armies,  said  Israel’s 
main  effort  was  now 
concentrated  against  the 
Egyptians,  and  “we  are  now 


initiating  the  attacks  on  both 
sides  of  the  Suez  Canal.” 

The  Israeli  state  radio’s  top 
commentator,  former  army 
intelligence  chief  Maj.  Gen. 
Haim  Herzog,  called  the  Suez 
battle  “the  biggest  armored 
clash  in  our  military  history.” 

The  Israeli  command  said 
“large-scale  armored  battles” 
raged  in  the  central  area  along 
the  canal. 

Elazar  did  not  indicate  if 
assaults  by  Tel  Aviv  forces  on 
the  west  bank  involved  an 
Israeli  task  force  that  the 
command  said  Tuesday  had 
crossed  the  waterway  to 
operate  in  Egypt  proper. 

Another  military  spokesman 
said  Wednesday  that  the  task 
force,  whose  size  has  not  been 
specified,  “continues  to 
operate  in  Egypt  proper.”

President  Nixon  met  at  the 
White  House  Wednesday  with 
four  Arab  foreign  ministers 
dispatched  to  Washington 
from  U.N.  duty  to  discuss 
American  military  aid  to 
Israel. 


Nixon  acknowledged 
afterward  that  the  four  from 
Kuwait,  Saudi  Arabia, 
Morocco  and  Algeria  had 
“differences”  with  American 
policy  in  the  Middle  East.  But 
he  expressed  confidence  “a 
fair  and  just  and  peaceful 
settlement”  can  end  the  war, 
now  1  2  days  old. 

King  Hussein  of  Jordan  said 
the  future  of  the  Middle  East 
will  be  shaped  by  the  outcome 
of  the  conflict,  the  fourth 
major  Arab-Israeli  war  since 
the  birth  of  Israel  in  1  948. 

“We  may  still  be  very  far 
from  peace  ...  Yet  we  may  be 
very  close  to  it,”  he  told 
newsmen  in  Amman  in  his  first 
public  statements  since 
fighting  broke  out.  “I  believe 
very  strongly  that  Israel  is  now 
in  a  position  to  make  up  her 
mind,  and  should  do  so.” 

The  37-year-old  monarch, 
who  lost  much  of  his  kingdom, 
including  East  Jerusalem,  in 
the  1967  war,  is  reported  to 
have  come  under  heavy 
pressure  from  other  Arab 
nations  to  enter  the  war 
full-scale  and  turn  his  250-mile 
border  with  Israel  into  a  third 
front,  draining  Israeli  energies 
from  Syria  and  the  Sinai.

Rebozo's  monopoly  protected 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
Nixon  administration  has 
rejected  an  application  for  a 
bank  that  would  have 
competed  with  one  run  by 
Nixon’s  close  friend,  Charles 
G.  “Bebe”  Rebozo. 

The  office  of  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Currency 
said  Tuesday  it  turned  down 
the  charter  application  for  a 
bank  that  would  have 
competed  with  Rebozo’s  bank, 
the  only  one  in  Key  Biscayne, 
Fla. 

In  doing  so,  it  rejected  the 
recommendation  of  a  field 
examiner  who  had  urged  the 
competing  application  be 
approved,  an  official  said. 


The  chairman  of  the  House 
Banking  Committee,  Wright 
Patman,  D-Tex.,  said  he  has 
written  a  letter  to  Comptroller 
James  E.  Smith,  asking  for  an 
explanation. 

“The  allegations  are  that 
Rebozo  used  his  influence 
with  the  President  to  establish 
a  monopolistic  position  in  Key 
Biscayne,”  Patman  said. 

Patman  asked  Smith  for  his 
file  on  the  matter  to  determine 
the  facts.  Thomas  DeShazo, 
deputy  comptroller  for 
charters,  said  the  file  would  be 
made  public  Thursday. 

Smith,  named  to  the  post  by 
Nixon  last  May,  refused  to  talk 


with  a  newsman  about  the 
matter. 

DeShazo  said  the  action  of 
the  comptroller’s  office  did 
not  constitute  overturning  the 
field  examiner’s 
recommendation. 

“The  final  decision  is  up  to 
the  comptroller.  We  have 
many  cases  of  differences  of 
opinion  on  these  matters,”  he 
said. 

A  member  of  the  rival  group 
said  the  decision  “boils  down 
to  who’s  got  the  clout. 

“His  (Rebozo’s)  group  had 
the  power  to  use  the  most 
pressure,”  .said  Mortimer 
Fried,  a  Key  Biscayne  lawyer. 

Rebozo  is  chairman. 


president  and  a  substantial 
shareholder  in  Key  Biscayne 
Bank  and  Trust  Co. 

Key  Biscayne  is  an  affluent 
community  of  less  than 
10,000  persons  in  which 
Nixon  maintains  a  vacation 
home.

A  White  House  spokesman 
also  said  Tuesday  President 
Nixon  had  been  unaware  until 
some  months  ago  of  a  reported 
$100,000  in  campaign 
contributions  routed  to 
Rebozo. 

Deputy  Press  Secretary 
Gerald  Warren  made  the 
assertion  one  day  after  he  had 
denied  presidential  knowledge 
of  the  purported  contributions 


of  billionaire  Howard  Hughes 
in  1969  and  1970. 

Warren  said  he  could  not 
pinpoint  the  date  when  Nixon 
became  aware  of  the  reports 
that  the  money  had  been  given 
to  Rebozo,  but  said  it  was 
after  the  1972  election  and 
“earlier  this  year.” 

Warren  said  earlier  he 
assumed  Nixon  found  out 
about  the  reported 
contributions  when  news 
reports  about  them  were 
published. 

According  to  the  reports, 
Rebozo  kept  the  funds  for 
several  years  in  a  safe  deposit 
box  before  returning  them.

They 
must  be  submitted  to  him. 
Because  of  special  interest  the 
Board  of  Trustees  have  in 
BYU,  we  like  to  use  them, 
Peterson  expressed. 

Peterson  commented  that 
the  students  need  the  spiritual 
guidance  and  the  General 
Authorities  can  give  them  the 
lift  in  that  respect. 

‘‘Students  can  make 
suggestions  but  we’re  limited 
because  we  can  only  work 
'  with  the  General  Authorities,” 
Peterson  commented. 

He  added,  .“We  take  them 
whenever  we. can  get  them,” 
because  of  their  constant 
travels  and  strenuous 
schedules. 

If  any  exceptions  are  made, 
they  must  be  cleared  by  the 
President,  according  to 
Peterson.

Traffic  fatalities  in  the  U.S. 
could  be  significantly  reduced 
in  the  future  as  a  result  of 
projects  undertaken  by 
professors  of  the  Department 
of  Mechanical  Engineering 
Science. 

One  of  the  projects, 
undertaken  in  conjunction 
with  the  Eyring  Research 
Institute,  a  local  research 
corporation,  is  the  design  and 
development  of  a  practical  and 
efficient  crash  attenuator 
system . 

Professors  Charles  Warner 
and  Joseph  Free  of  the 
Department  of  Mechanical 
Engineering  Science 
re  presen  ting  The  Eyring 
Research  Institute  are 
currently  negotiating  with  the 
federal  government  for  a 
research  grant  of  over 
SI 00,000  to  assist  in  research 
and  development  of  the 
attenuator  system. 

“Attenuate”  means  to 
“lessen  or  weaken  in  severity; 
to  make  less  deadly.”  Crash 
attenuators  are  cushioning 
devices  installed  in  front  of 
fixed  barriers  such  as  concrete 
bridge  pillars  or  other 
obstacles  on  the  sides  of 
highways. 

According  to  a  study 
entitled  “Crash  Attenuators 
for  the  1980’s,”  written  by  Dr. 
Warner,  traffic  accidents 
involving  fixed  barriers  have 
long  been  recognized  as  severe 
safety  hazards.  Fixed  object 
impact  casualties  account  for 
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Test  vehicle  demonstrating  the  water  crash  attenuator  apparatus. 


between  6,000  and  IT, 000 
fatalities  and  between  273,000 
and  530,000  injuries  annually. 

Since  all  barriers  can’t  be 
removed  from  roadside,  the 
logical  alternative  is  to  put 
some  sort  of  cushioning  device 
in  front  of  them.  In  this 
manner,  crash  attenuator 
systems  could  fill  an  important 
gap  in  the  safety  problem,  said 
the  study. 

Attenuator  systems  do 
reduce  the  number 
accidents  but  they 
significantly  reduce 
number  of  fatalities

impact  tests  conducted  by  Dr. 
Warner  and  associates,  a 
Volkswagen  impacted  an 
attenuator  system  at  58  mph 
and  was  driven  away  with  only 
nine  and  one-half  inches  of 
front  end  crush. 

Standard  size  cars  also 
crashed  successfully  at  speeds 
up  to  68  mph. 

According  to  the  study,  by 
1984  over  90  per  cent  of  all 
autos  in  the  U.S.  will  have 
suitable  occupant  restraint 
systems  (seat  belts,  shoulder 
harnesses,  air  bags,  etc.).  To 
meet  federal  standards, 
structural  stiffness  and 
strength  of  cars  will  have  a  40 
mph  frontal  crash 
survivability. 

The  occupant  restraint 
systems  and  structural  strength 
of  automobiles  will  protect  the 
passenger  from  death  in 
frontal  crashes  at  speeds  up  to 
40  mph. 

Future  attenuator  systems 
will  only  have  to  provide 
protection  at  speeds  between 
40-70  mph,  and  will  be  more 
economical  than  present 
systems  that  must  provide  for 
protection  at  all  speeds. 

Four  types  of  attenuators 
were  described  by  Dr.  Warner. 
The  first,  a  system  composed 
of  5  5-gallon  steel  drums 
welded  together  and  installed 
in  front  of  the  barrier,  has 
been  installed  in  many  places 
as  a  simple,  inexpensive,  but 
less  practical  solution 
compared  to  more  refined 
methods. 

The  second,  a  water  system, 
operates  when  on  impact 
water  is  squeezed  out  of  the 
unit  through  holes  on  plastic 
tubes.  The  device  is  stiff,  but 
the  water  being  squeezed  out 
provides  “give”  and  so  brings 
the  vehicle  to  a  stop  with 
minimal  destruction. 

A  sand  system  is  the  third 
type.  According  to  Dr.  Warner, 


plastic  drums  or  containers  of 
sand  are  placed  in  front  of 
barriers  to  slow  down  and 
deflect  oncoming  cars. 

The  last  is  a  more 
sophisticated  system 
employing  a  lightweight 
concrete  energy  absorbing 
cartridge.  It  is  marketed  by 
Dynamic  Research 
Manufacturing  Corporation,  a 
Sacramento,  Calif,  based  firm 
and  is  being  worked  on  by  Dr. 
Warner  and  associates.

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.

Since  the  federal  minimum 
wage  is  $1.60  per  hour,  why 
do  some  Provo  merchants  pay 
only  $1.35? 

The  answer  is  that  many 
jobs  do  not  come  under 
federal  jurisdiction  and  are 
therefore  not  subject  to 
federal  minimum  wage 
requirements.  Those  jobs  not 
controlled  by  the  federal 
minimum  wage  fall  under  the 
supervision  of  each  individual 
state. 

Utah’s  minimum  wage  has 
been  fixed  at  $1.35  per  hour 
since  May  1,  1971,  and  is 
regulated  by  the  Minimum 
Wage  Division  of  the  Utah 
Industrial  Commission. 

In  cities  of  5,000  or  more 
located  outside  the  limits  of 
Salt  Lake,  Weber,  Davis  and 
Utah  Counties,  the  minimum 
wage  is  reduced  to  $1 .30.

Some  merchants  in  Provo  are 
thus  able  to  hire  students  at 
the  rate  of  $  1 . 1 5  per  hour. 

If  an  employee  receives 
regular  tips  on  the  job, 
exceeding  $20  a  month,  an 
employer  may  subtract  15 
cents  an  hour  from  his  wages.

The  new  improvement  offers 
three  1  2-foot  concrete  lanes  in 
each  direction  with  10-foot 
asphalt  shoulders.  The 
opposing  lanes  are  separated 
by  a  64-foot  center  area. 


Previous  lanes 

Previously  there  were  two 
1  1 -foot  lanes  of  mixed 
concrete  and  asphalt  in  each 
direction,  with  a  four-foot 
shoulder  on  each  side  and  only 
a  five-foot  median  between  the 
two-way  traffic. 

Approximately  27,000 
vehicles  travel  over  the  Point 
of  the  Mountain  freeway  daily, 
Lundell  said.  During  the 
t wo-and-one-half  years  of 
construction,  traffic  has  been 
detoured  and  funneled 
between  the  northbound  and 
southbound  lanes,  sometimes 
creating  a  bottleneck. 


The  Utah  County  Women’s 
Political  Caucus  held  its 
second  meeting  Tuesday  night 
with  Brenda  Hancock  speaking 
on  the  Equal  Rights 
amendment. 

Mrs.  Hancock,  Utah 
chairperson,  discussed  the 
Equal  Rights  Amendment  and 
the  results  of  its  passage. 
Section  one  of  the  amendment 
ensures  that  equality  of  rights 
under  the  law,  that  they  shall 
not  be  denied  or  abridged  on 
account  of  sex. 

The  second  section  gives 
congress  enforcement  powers 
and  the  third  puts  the 
amendment  in  effect  two  years 
after  ratification. 

The  amendment  will  not 
effect  the  women  in  the  home 
but  will  help  those  who  have 
to  work,  Mrs.  Hancock  said. 

Nine  out  of  10  women  will 
be  forced  to  work  outside  the 
home  and  the  average 
American  woman  will  work  25 
years  of  her  life,  according  to 
Mrs.  Hancock. 

Two  women  running  for 
Provo  city  commission,  Mrs. 
Phyllis  Van  Wagenen  and  Mrs. 
Erla  M.  Knudsen  spoke  to  the 
group  about  their  involvement 
in  politics. 


POCATELLO,  Idaho  (AP)  - 
A  Pocatello  man  was  shot  and 
critically  wounded  in  his 
kitchen  early  today,  and  police 
quoted  his  wife  as  saying  she 
opened  fire  in  the  mistaken 
belief  her  husband  was  an 
intruder. 

Brent  Goodrich  was  shot 
five  times  with  a  .25  caliber 
automatic  pistol  as  he  stood  in 
the  kitchen  of  his  west 
Pocatello  home.  Police  said 
Jennie  Goodrich  told  them  she 
shot  Goodrich,  shortly  after 
midnight. 

Goodrich  underwent 
emergency  surgery  Wednesday 
morning  after  he  was  hit  by 
three  shots  in  the  neck,  two  in 
the  chest  and  one  in  the 
abdomen. 

Police  say  Mrs.  Goodrich 
told  them  she  was  sleeping  in  a 
bedroom  of  the  house  when 
she  heard  the  sound  of  running 
water  coming  from  the 
kitchen.  She  said  she  rose,  and 
taking  the  pistol,  went  to  the 
kitchen  where  she  reportedly 
saw  a  figure  she  took  to  be  an 
intruder.  She  said  she  then 
fired  at  the  figure  until  the  gun 
was  empty,  and  was  unaware 
of  the  alleged  intruder’s 
identity  until  he  cried  out, 
“Jeannie,  it’s  me.”

The  second  feature, 
“three-way  calling,”  allows 
parties  at  three  separate 
numbers  to  participate  in  one 
telephone  conversation. 

When  the  two  parties  who 
are  talking  wish  to  add  a  third 
party  to  their  conversation, 
the  person  who  has  the  phone 
equipped  with  the  three-way 
facilities  places  the  second 
party  on  hold. 

He  then  receives  a  second 
dial  tone,  and  is  able  to  dial  a 
second  number.  After  reaching 
the  second  party,  he  releases 
the  first  party  from  hold,  and 
all  three  are  able  to  carry  on  a 
conversation. 

If  one  of  the  parties  wishes 
to  discontinue  the 
conversation,  he  hangs  up,  and 
the  person  on  the  three-way 
line  is  able  to  add  another 
third  party.  “So  far,  only  one 
of  the  two  parties  may  be  a 
long-distance  caller,”  said  Mrs. 
Nelson. 

Billing  difficulties 

She  then  explained  that  due 
to  billing  difficulties,  it  is 
impossible  to  have  two  long 
distance  calls  charged  to  the 
same  number  at  the  same  time.

Californian 
sacrificed 
in  Satan  rite 

DELAND,  Fla.  (AP)  A 
young  woman,  who  said  she 
was  the  priestess  of  a  satanic 
cult,  testified  Wednesday  that 
a  California  boy  was  tortured 
and  killed  as  a  sacrifice  “to 
appease  the  master,  Satan.” 

Deborah  A.  Shook,  22,  of 
Washington,  N.J.,  took  the 
witness  stand  at  a  murder  trial 
of  David  Hester,  a  youth  she 
said  was  the  cult’s  high  priest. 

She  told  a  12-member 
circuit  court  jury  that  she  saw 
Ross  .Michael  Cochran,  17, 
bound  to  a  black  wooden  altar 
in  the  basement  of  a  rundown 
rooming  house  last  April. 
Later  she  wiped  up  the  blood 
after  Cochran  was  taken  away. 

Hester,  17,  of  Greenville, 
S.C.,  is  the  first  of  six  persons 
to  be  tried  on  first -degree 
murder  charges  in  the  death  of 
Cochran  from  Fresno,  Calif. 

Police  say  Cochran  was 
flogged  with  chains  and 
slashed  with  broken  glass  in  a 
satanic  ceremony  in  nearby 
Daytona  Beach  before  being 
taken  to  a  wooded  area  where 
he  was  clubbed  to  death. 

Miss  Shook  has  pleaded 
guilty  to  charges  of  aggravated 
battery  and  Nicholas  Frazee, 
third  member  of  the  group,  to 
a  third-degree  murder  charge. 
Both  agreed  to  testify  for  the 
state  and  are  under 
pre-sentence  investigation. 

Saigon  replies 
to  peace  award 

SAIGON  (AP)  The  South 
Vietnamese  government  said 
Wednesday  that  Hanoi’s  Le 
Due  Tho  “does  not  merit”  the 
Nobel  peace  prize. 

“The  Nobel  prize  given  to 
Le  Due  Tho  is  a  default  ...  he 
does  not  merit  this  prize,”  said 
a  South  Vietnamese 
government  spokesman.  “Le 
Due  Tho  did  not  contribute  to 
peace,  did  not  safeguard  peace, 
did  not  strengthen  peace  and 
did  not  build  peace  at  all.” 

The  Saigon  spokesman  did 
not  mention  Kissinger  by 
name,  but  said  the  United 
States  had  achieved  its  goal  of 
peace  “by  helping  a  friendly 
country  and  also  scrupulously 
implementing  the  Paris  peace 
agreement.” 
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calling”  involves  a  customer 
programming  the  numbers  he 
calls  most  often  into  the 
electronic  switching  system. 
Each  of  these  numbers  is  then 
assigned  a  1  or  2-digit  number. 
The  customer  is  then  able  to 
dial  the  short  number  to  reach 
the  party  he  desires. 

For  example,  if  a 
businessman  needed  to  call  an 
office  several  times  a  day,  he 
would,  under  the  regular 
dialing  system,  be  required  to 
dial  a  seven-digit  number. 

Under  the  speed  calling 
system,  this  seven  digit  phone 
number  would  be  assigned  to  a 
1  or  2-digit  number.  If  the 
number  assigned  was  “13,”  the 
customer  could  dial  “13,”  and 
reach  the  business,  whereas 
before,  he  had  to  dial  seven 
digits. 

Mrs.  Nelson  said  “speed 
calling”  may  be  used  for  either 
local  or  long  distance  numbers. 

She  explained  that  this 
service  may  be  purchased  in 
groups  of  either  eight  or  30 
listings. 

“If  the  customer  purchases 
eight  speed  calling  numbers, 
they  will  all  be  one  digit 
numbers,  whereas  30  listings 
would  require  the  two-digit 
system,”  she  said. 

“Call  waiting,”  the  fourth 
“custom  calling”  feature 
involves  a  tone  being  produced 
on  the  customer’s  line  to 


notify  him  of  a  second  call 
coming  in  when  he  is  presently 
using  his  line. 

He  is  able  to  put  his  first 
caller  on  hold  and  talk  to  the 
second  party,  according  to 
Mrs.  Nelson. 

“It  is  possible  for  the 
customer  to  switch 
conversations  as  many  times  as 
he  wishes,”  she  said. 

She  commented  that  one  of 
the  parties  in  “call  waiting” 
may  also  be  long  distance. 

“Billing  would  not  be 


significantly  changed  because, 
as  in  an  ordinary  long  distance 
call,  the  customer  is  not 
charged  until  the  party  he  is 
trying  to  reach  answers  the 
phone,”  said  Mrs.  Nelson. 

She  said  that  a  light  on  the 
phone  is  sometimes  used 
instead  of  a  tone  to  designate 
the  arrival  of  the  second  call. 

No  busy  signals 
She  also  explained  that 
when  a  party  dials  a  number 
equipped  with  this  system,  if 
that  line  is  being  used,  he  will 


receive  a  ring  instead  of  a  busy 
signal. 

Mrs.  Nelson  said  each 
“custom  calling  feature”  is 
billed  on  a  monthly  rate.  “Call 
forwarding”  and  “three-way 
calling”  are  both  $1.50  per 
month. 

Speed  calling 

“Speed  calling  is  $1.50  per 
month  if  eight  listings  are 
ordered,  and  $2.25  per  month 
if  the  customer  chooses  thirty 
listings,  according  to  Mrs. 
Nelson. 


Customers  utilizing  the  “call 
waiting”  feature  pay  50  per 
cent  of  their  single  line  price. 

“We  feel  this  is  a  good  price 
because  this  feature  is  almost 
two  lines  in  itself,”  she  said. 

Customers  may  also 
purchase  more  than  one  of  the 
calling  features  and  receive  a 
reduced  rate.  A  customer  may 
purchase  the  first  three 
services  for  $3.50  per  month 
instead  of  $4.50  if  he  also 
purchases  the  “call  waiting” 
service  at  half  his  single  line 
price.

Dr.  W.  Kenneth  Hamblin  of 
BYU  Geology  Department 
recently  returned  from  a  tour 
of  South  Africa  where  he 
presented  a  series  of  25 
lectures  at  the  University  of 
Witwatersrand  in 
Johannesburg  to  mine 
-geologists  and  professors  from 
seven  African  countries. 

Dr.  Hamblin  was  invited  to 
present  a  short  course  on 
systems  of  sedimentation  and 
criteria  for  recognizing  ancient 
sedimentary  environments  by 
the  Economic  Geology 


Research  Unit  of  South  Africa 
because  of  his  research  on 
sedimentary  rocks  in  the 
plateaus  of  Utah  and 
Colorado. 

The  excellent  exposures  of  a 
wide  variety  of  sedimentary 
deposits  in  western  U.S.  makes 
a  u  n i que  laboratory  of 
studying  the  ancient 
environments  of 
sedimentation.  Dr.  Hamblin 
said.  Most  of  the  gold  deposits 
in  South  Africa  are  found  in 
sedimentary  rocks,  and  with 
the  increase  in  the  price  of 
gold,  there  is  a  new  surge  of 
interest  in  exploration  in 
South  Africa.

Mission 

undergoes 

evaluation 


Meeting  scheduled 
for  Utah  educators

Educators  from  Utah’s  nine 
institutions  of  higher  learning 
are  expected  to  attend  the 
annual  fall  meetings  of  the 
Utah  Academy  of  Sciences, 
Arts  and  Letters  at  Weber 
State  College  Oct.  26. 

Activities  include  eight  or 
more  section  meetings, 
symposiums,  a  workshop  and 
fellowship  banquet. 

Dr.  Floyd  J.  Woodfield  of 
Weber  State,  Academy  vice 
president  and  chairman  of  the 
meetings,  said  a  highlight  will 
be  presentation  of  the  Willard 
Gardner  prize  at  the  fellowship 
banquet. 

Recipient  will  be  Dr.  Henry 
Eyring,  professor  of  chemistry 
and  metallurgy  at  the 
University  of  Utah. 

Dr.  Eyring’  will  receive  the 
award,  &fc500  in  cash,  for  his 
“Significant  Structure  Theory 
of  Liquids”  and  for  his 
extension  of  his  absolute 
reaction  rate  theory  into  the 
field  of  biology  with 
application  to  aging  and 
cancer. 

The  Gardner  award  is  given 


“in  recognition  of  a  most 
significant  contribution  in  the 
sciences,  or  for  the  betterment 
of  mankind,  within  the  state 
of  Utah”  during  the  past  five 
years. 

Dr.  Eyring  has  published 
seven  books  and  508 
professional  papers  in 
scientific  journals.  His 
scientific  writings  have  been 
cited  733  times  in  scientific 
articles  by  other  authors 
during  the  past  three  years. 

He  has  received  13  honorary 
doctorates  and  17 
distinguished  awards  including 
the  National  Medal  of  Science. 

A  Symposium  will  be  held  in 
the  physical  science  section  in 
Dr.  Eyring’s  honor,  entitled 
“Degenerative  Diseases  of 
Aging  Including  Cancer.”  The 
first  group  of  six  presentations 
and  discussions  begins  at  1 :30 
p.m. 

The  Willardi-Gardner  prize  is 
made  possible  by  an 
endowment  fund  created  by 
the  family  of  Willard  and  Viola 
Hale  Gardner.  The  late  Dr. 
Gardner,  a  Utah  native,  was  a 
scientist  with  special 
recognition  in  the  field  of  soil 
physics. 


The  Language  Training 
Mission  is  currently  under 
instructional  evaluation  by  the 
Division  of  Instructional 
Research,  Evaluation  and 
Development.

Eric  Ott,  David  C.  Butler  and 
Rowland  S.  Blake,  three 
principal  areas  are  listed  as 
being  under  study.  They 
include  foreign  language 
instruction,  instruction  related 
to  learning  discussions  and 
missionary  effect,  and 
attitudes  and  perception  of  the 
LTM  program. 

Questionnaires  are 
administered  to  the 
missionaries  at  various  points 
in  their  LTM  training,  along 
with  paper  and  pencil  tests. 
Missionaries  also  are  faced 
with  a  problem-solving  test 
simulating  actual  mission  field 
situations.

Disease  diagnosis 


Hair  provides  answers

Researchers  at  the  Center 
for  Thermochemical  Studies  at 
BYU  are  taking  a  careful  look 
at  health-related  problems  and 
are  reaching  some  startling 
conclusions  about  man  and  his 
ailments. 

Dr.  Delbert  Eatough, 
director  of  the  research  center, 
said  a  painless  method  has 
been  employed  for  detecting 
tell-tale  signs  of  poor  health. 
All  it  involves  is  the  hair  from 
someone’s  heed. 

He  explained  that  hair 
contains  all  trace  elements 
which  are  found  within  the 
body.  Studies  both  in  this 
country  and  abroad  indicate 
there  may  be  a  relationship 
between  the  trace  elements 
and  certain  diseases. 

A  heavy  concentration  of 
lead  in  the  hair,  for  instance, 
may  indicate  lead  poisoning, 
sometimes  found  in  children 


living  in  slum  housing.  A 
deficiency  of  zinc  may 
indicate  a  growth  problem  or 
potential  taste  difficulty. 

Norms  are  established  by 
testing  many  samples  and 
plotting  them  according  to  age 
and  sex,  so  that  a  sample 
which  varies  can  be  isolated 
and  analyzed. 

Hair  is  not  the  only  source 
of  trace  elements  in  the  body, 
according  to  Dr.  James 
Christensen,  principal 
investigator  on  the  project  and 
member  of  the  Chemical 
Engineering  faculty,  but  “It’s  a 
growing,  living  tissue  and 
reflects  what’s  happening  in 
the  body,  and  it’s  easier  to  get 
a  sample  of  hair  than  to  take 
other  tissue  samples,”  he  said. 

An  atomic  absorption 
spectrophotometer  and  an 
X-ray  fluoresence 
spectrophotometer  measure 
parts  per  billion  so  only  a 
small  sample  is  needed  for 
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testing  in  the  lab.  The  hair  is 
dissolved  in  an  acid  solution  or 
an  ozone  asher  and  the  sample 
is  analyzed. 

Other  faculty  researchers 
participating  in  the  project, 
one  of  several  under  way  in 
the  research  center,  are  Dr. 
Reed  Izatt,  Dr.  Lee  Hansen, 
and  Dr.  Nolan  Mangelson  from 
the  Chemistry  Department  and 
Dr.  John  Hill  from  Food 
Science  and  Nutrition. 
Personnel  from  eight  campus 
departments  cooperate  in  the 
various  research  projects  in  the 
center  with  a  combined  staff 
of  about  50  people. 

With  the  cooperation  of 
physicians  at  the  Phoenix, 
Ariz.,  Indian  hospital  and  the 
St.  Louis  Veterans 
Administration  Hospital, 
researchers  hope  to  lay  the 
groundwork  for  further 
investigation  into  the  role  of 
trace  metals,  particularly  zinc 
and  chromium,  in  certain 
diseases.

BYU  audience 
surprised  byduo

Elements  of  sculpture,  drawing  and 
painting  are  combined  in  a  BYU  graduate 
student’s  creation  of  life  masks. 

“It’s  not  the  type  of  thing  you  can  walk 
up  to  and  say,  ‘That’s  nice,’  and  walk  away 
from,”  said  Clyff  Allen,  who  is  doing  the 
masks  for  his  Master  of  Arts  program.  “I 
want  to  get  the  public  involved,  and 
somehow  written  material  draws  their 
attention  more  than  landscapes  or  other  art 
displays.” 

Allen  casts  plaster  molds  of  people  with 
distinct  features  to  emphasize  a  chose 
theme,  mounts  the  molds,  sometimes  in 
metal  or  plastic,  and  engraves  words  and 
designs  around  the  face  that  relate  to  the 
idea. 


Cultural  Values 

“I  choose  themes  that  deal  with  cultural 
values,”  the  artist  said.  “One  piece  had  the 
face  of  a  Nigerian  and  the  writings  related  to 
aspects  of  a  racially  mixed  society.  Many 
people  have  done  molds  of  human  faces,  but 
no  one  has  ever  incorporated  writing  with 
it.” 

Originially  from  Teton  City,  Idaho,  Allen 
received  a  B.A.  at  the  University  of 
California  in  Northridge,  and  has  attended 
BYU  for  two  years. 

One  of  his  completed  works  won  first 
prize  in  an  art  exhibition  in  the  Springville 
Museum.  “The  theme  deals  with  people 


hiding  behind  glasses,”  Allen  said.  “The 
glasses  on  the  two  metal  face  casts  are 
polished  to  a  high  luster  so  when  the  work  is 
displayed  at  eye  level,  the  observer  sees  his 
own  reflection.” 

In  the  empty  space  next  to  the  faces, 
eyeglasses  are  etched  in  various  patterns  and 
words  suggesting  that  people  hide  behind 
glasses  are  woven  in  the  design. 

Allen’s  works  have  been  displayed  with 
“Painting  ’73”  in  the  Utah  State  Capitol  and 
have  toured  with  the  40  entries  in  the 
traveling  show. 

“To  Make  A  Man” 

ASBYU  purchased  his  piece,  “To  Make  A 
Man,”  which  is  presently  displayed  on  the 
ELWC  fourth  floor.  This  work  is  done  in 
brown  to  represent  the  dust  of  the  earth 
from  which  man  was  created  according  to 
the  artist. 

In  addition  to  the  advanced  art  courses 
Allen  is  taking,  he  is  working  on  a  cast 
design  of  Peter  Myer,  director  of  the  HFAC 
Art  Gallery. 

“It  will  be  composed  of  molds  of  his 
hands  and  upper  face,  creating  the  image  of 
a  man  pulling  himself  out  of  the  plastic,” 
Allen  explained.  The  observer  will  see  a 
bird’s  eye  view  of  the  man  and  Allen  will 
carve  designs  and  phrases  to  emphasize  a 
specific  theme  yet  to  be  selected. 

He  said  he  hopes  to  teach  after  receiving 
his  MEA,  but  will  coninue  the  work  he  is 
now  involved  in.  “I  want  to  break  away 
from  the  traditional  and  rigid  concepts  of 
what  art  is,”  Allen  explained. 


BYU  affiliates  enjoy  choir 


Twenty  BYU  affiliates  fill 
unique  missionary  callings  as 
members  of  the  Mormon 
Tabernacle  Choir. 

“It  gives  me  an  opportunity 
to  serve  the  Lord  in  the  most 
enjoyable  way  I  can,”  said 
Sylvia  Smith  of  Travel  Studies. 
“We  can  accept  other  Church 
callings,  but  with  the 
understanding  that  the  choir 
comes  first.” 

Although  the  ages  of 
members  in  the  choir  range 
from  18  to  over  70,  a  unity 
has  developed  as  the  choir 
sings  gospel  messages 
throughout  the  world. 

“We  hit  a  high  level  mark  as 
we  performed  in  Germany  this 
past  summer  at  the  European 
Conference,”  said  Dr.  G.  Hugh 
Allred  of  the  marriage  and 
family  counselling  faculty. 
“There  was  a  special  feeling  of 
unity  there,  not  a  dry  eye  in 
the  choir  as  we  sang. 

Social  Unity 

Unlike  many  touring  groups, 
the  Tabernacle  Choir  is  not 
held  together  by  close  social 
unity.  Regular  rehearsals  are

held  twice  weekly,  but  as  Dr. 
Allred  said,  “I  have  been  in  the 
choir  six  years  and  still  don’t 
know  the  names  of  everyone 
in  my  section.” 

Additional  rehearsals  are 
necessary  in  preparation  for 
tours.  Traveling  to  Salt  Lake 
four  times  weekly  in  addition 
to  carrying  out  school 
responsibilities,  Orvilla  A. 
Stevens  of  the  communica¬ 
tions  department  said,  “You 
must  budget  every  minute!” 
She  has  sung  with  the  choir  for 
nearly  ten  years  and  describes 
her  experience  as  “delightful, 
but  it  isn’t  easy.” 

The  European  tour  was 
especially  demanding, 
according  to  Miss  Smith. 
Along  with  performing  up  to 
eight  hours  a  day,  the  choir 
spent  time  recording  with  the 
Royal  Philharmonic  Orchestra 
in  London  and  making  films  in 
Germany  and  England. 

A  student  member  of  the 
choir,  Robert  Grow,  found  the 
Munich  trip  exhausting.  “I 
came  home  and  slept  for  two 
weeks,”  said  the  computer 
science  senior  from  Provo,  but 
he  added,  “I  really  enjoy  being 
in  the  choir.” 

According  to  Mrs.  Stevens, 
there  is  a  yearly  turnover  of 
approxiamtely  50  vocalists  in 
the  325-350  member  choir. 
Nearly  700  people  audition  for 


these  openings  when  members 
leave  the  area  or  retire  from 
their  positions.  All  members 
must  hffve  a  bishop’s 
recommendation  in  addition 
to  trying  out  for  director, 
Condie.

Sound  of  Money 

When  Bill  was  asked  if  there 
was  another  sound  he  is 
attempting  to  imitate,  he 
quipped,  “The  sound  of 
money.”  The  duo  is  hoping  to 
get  their  own  television  show 
later  this  year. 

When  they  learned  about  the 
size  of  the  Marriott  Center, 
they  were  apprehensive  about 
how  well  the  crowd  would 
respond  to  their  routine.  They 
normally  perform  for  much 
smaller  audiences,  and  the 
23,000  on  hand  Saturday 
night  was  the  largest  crowd 
they  had  ever  faced. 

“We  were  amazed  that  so 
many  people  could  respond  to 
what  we  were  doing,”  Pete 
said.  He  pointed  out  that  the 
good  seating  pattern  and  the 
accoustics  in  the  Marriott 
Center  were  factors  that  added 
to  their  success.  “When  you 
perform  for  such  a  large  crowd 
there  are  usually  some  people 
who  either  can’t  hear  you  or 
can’t  see  you,  but  the 
arrangement  here  allowed 
everybody  to  see  and  hear 
what  we  were  doing,”  he  said. 

A  crank  call  was  received 
during  the  concert  stating  that 
a  bomb  was  planted  in  the 
building.  When  it  was 
announced  to  the  audience, 
most  people  probably  thought 
it  was  part  of  the  comedy  act 
because  Skiles  and  Henderson 
acted  so  cool  in  light  of  the 
possible  danger. 


Were  Upset 

Afterwards  they  admitted 
being  upset  by  the  call  and 
said  that  they  had  never  had  a 
similar  threat  before.  “The 
bomb  was  supposed  to  go  off 
at  10  p.m.  but  I  was  scared 
throughout  the  remainder  of 
the  show,”  Pete  said. 

This  was  their  second  trip  to 
BYU.  In  1968  they  performed 
in  the  Fieldhouse  with  the 
Association.  They  said  they 
were  happy  to  come  back  to 
BYU  and  felt  honored  to  be 
part  of  the  largest  college 
concert  ever  held. 

The  two  have  been  together 
for  15  years  and  spent  the  past 
18  months  touring  with  the 
Carpenters.  They  will  leave  the 
Carpenters  in  November  to 
concentrate  on  television 
work. 

Pete  feels  they  have  now 
reached  a  point  where  they  are 
“semi-famous.”  He  said  that 
wherever  they  travel 
somebody  will  usually  spot 
them  and  say,  “Hey,  aren’t 
you  guys  Skiles  and 
Henderson?” 

They  first  met  in  the  early 
1950’s  when  Pete  was  a 


(AP)  “The  mountains  are 
beautiful,  aren’t  they?”  asked 
the  tourist.

“But  to  tell  you  the  truth, 
we  never  thought  about  it 
much  ‘til  these  roads  opened 
up  and  people  started  coming 
in  here  telling  us  how  beautiful 
they  were.” 

The  first  mountain  men  of 
the  Appalachians  knew  right 
off  that  the  green  ranges  and 
fertile  valleys  were  beautiful. 
That’s  what  brought  them  over 
the  Blue  Ridge  of  Virginia  in 
the  early  1700s  to  what  are 
now  Kentucky,  Tennessee  and 
West  Virginia. 

But  the  rich  earth  fit  for 
farming  was  sparce,  nestled  in 
slim  valleys,  following  narrow 
creeks  and  “hollers.”  Soon  the 
best  plots  were  taken  and 
cultivation  crept  up  the  less 
tillable  hillsides. 

There  wasn’t  much  room  for 
families  to  grow,  so  the 
children  of  Appalachia  learned 
early  that  the  future  held 
migration  or  a  shaky  living  at 
home. 

Then  coal  brought  booming 
times  to  the  mountains.  It 
brought  railroads.  But  it  also 
brought  speculators  who  paid 
bottom  dollar  for  mining 
rights  which  left  them  wealthy 
and  the  mountain  people  with 
a  life  in  the  mines. 


Skiles  and  Henderson  were 
probably  unknown  to  most 
BYU  students,  but  the  23,000 
who  attended  the  Carpenters 
Concert  in  the  Marriott  Center 
Saturday  night  are  not  likely 
to  forget  them. 

The  two  comedians  stunned 
the  large  audience  with  their 
sound  impersonations,  ranging 
from  an  airplane  bomb  attack 
to  the  electric  rabbits  that  lead 
race  dogs  around  a  racetrack.
